| F my wiſhes could prevaile againſt the neceſſity of - 
the times,or if by hieroglyphicks I could exprefle 
the ſenſe of thattruſt, in which by a ſympathy 
with my Countrey, and requeſt of my friends I 
ſtand now engaged, I ſhould be moſt unwilling ts 
falute this Scenewith a Tragedy , or to preſent 
EXLSS) unto the continued, yet unwearied-labours of this 
Honourable Aﬀemibly, any out-bred diſcontents, fince too too ma- 
ny areunfortunately hatched and nouriſhed within your owne cli- 
mate;whilſt the Ship ſaild upon ſmooth waters, the Diſciples luld 
their Maſter aſleepe, but when che thunder broke forth , the light- 
nings flaſhed, the waves crowded on heapes, then their feares plea» 
dedan apology for their want of faith and manners to awaken him. 

Maſter Speaker, the times were when the Kingdome of ITrelend 
faild upon ſmooth waters ; Leinſter and A4unſter never diſquieted in 
their eftates : Connagh ſtretcht forth ic ſelfe in the happy aflurance of 
its legal! ſettlement ; V'iſter,though wounded and in Capite by alte- 
ration of her tenures, yet was falved and recovered by the Royall 
promiſe for its reparation. . ; | 

Nationall grievances wereready for the fickle (in which let mee 
never forget the great aſſiſtance and reſpe& our Committee received 
from this Honourable Houſe) and by a favourable digrefſion excuſe 
our Kingdome from a ſuſpitious Lethargy that ſuch a horrid mon- 
ſter, asthis preſent Rebellionyhould be conceived among us, and yet 
Never felt to kick in the wombe, nor ſtruggle in7he birth : Since that 
diſcontent in the Subje& , which is the fore-runnerof Rebellion , 
was ſo fully baniſhed , that the reſt of our lifewould be to leave off 
prayers and fall to praiſe, to lay downe. our requeſts, and takeup 
our thankes unto his Majeſty- = 
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bels Cannons, the lightning-flaſhes from their fire-workes, the 
waves of innocentbloud crouds up in heapes, then pardon. our juft 
feares if they addrefſe rhemſelves to this Houle in the'e words, ſs deſe= 
ris ts, perimus, onely in this I mult contradi the application ; you 
have wanted no vigilancic, nor weſenſe thereof, nor faith therein. 

Maſter Speaker, the relation IT ſhall trouble your patience withall, 
will be of ;uch particulars as are confined within the limits of the 
County of Tjrone, the County of London-derry, the County of Fer- 
managh,and the County of ws. he greater part of the Province 
of V ter, toall which my eyes fave beene the witneſſes, or elſe bal- 
Janced with equall credit: foras foriuch paſſages that are grounded 

on here-ſaies, I eſteeme an unwarrantable diſcourle for the gravity 
of this audience : beiides all wayes of intelligence trom -our friends 
have received ſuch obiruftions by our enemies, that from the ninth 
of November, untill the third of ay, we never received one ſyllable 
from Dublin, in what condition thote parts ſtood , which I donbt 
not, though uncertaine to us jn the ſame Kingdome, is but Bale and 
common in this : and by the ſelt-ſame rule I conceive the ſtate in Tree 
land are as doubtfull of our condition in thoſe parts , and not able 
. to know where our ſhooe pinches us, except they can fay that it 

wrings the whole foote, which is too manifeltly true. | 

Though the poyſon of this Rebellion was diffuſed through the 
veines of the whole Kingdome, yetit broke the skin with its plague- 
tokens in the County ot T yrone, and Ferm:mnagh firſt, | 

The ſiddennefle of our ſurprifall , and the nature of it , was fo 
unexpefted , that the Inhabitants could ſcarcely beleeve themſelves 
priſoners, though in their chaines, and the Iriſh ſervant which oyer- 
night was undreſſing his Maſter in duty,the next morning was ftrip+ 
ping Mafter and Mittris with a too-officious tyranny. 

Here inthe twinckling of an eye, the Corporations, Townes and 
Villages proclaimed their ſcituation a farre off by their fire and 
ſmoake; here you might ſee hundreds of men, women, children, of 
all conditions and eſtates, that had lived in moi? plentifull and ſecure 
habitations,cxpoſed to the rocke for ſhelter, to the Heavens for cloa= 
thing,ſo that many hundreds in a few dayes itaryzd upon the moun- 
taines- 

Where was here any expeRation of reliefe ? the husband could 
not relieve the wite, nor both, oreither of them their children : the 
Maſter could not provide for his family, neither was there any reci- 
procal! duty or ſervice from theſe to be performed to the advantage 
of the other : one and the ſelfe-ſame face of miſery, was unequally, 


equally ſet upon all, one and the ſelfe-ſame black complcRion "Ts 


But now (Caſter Speaker) the thunder roares front the Re. 


mine ſtained every viſage , The L 


fore my Colouell Sir Raſph Gore encountred with their forces at 
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ry vi : and-lords Paramount title over the 
Tenant, was with himiſelfeout of doores, and they which former- 


. [y were, and now ſhould have beene mott beneficiall to the dittreſ-- 


ſed, were molt burthenſome to themſelves, and others, as being leſſe 
read, in this hard, and untutored Chapter, of petſonall and moit ne- 
cefary wants. | 

Who can remember without griefe, the generall burthen of each 
expreſſion, Give 14 bread, or elſe we periſh? and their famiſhing de- 
mands onely fatisfyed with a comfortlefſe Echo of the ſame words? 

Put this 1akedneſle and famine, and their male and female ifſue 
(variety of diſeaſes) were adjudged overſlow executioners, of the 
ſurviving Brittzſh. Then entred the ſword, deltroying at the firſt, 
with the Scabbard on. The Rebels under a taire and cal pres 
tence of a Convoy inviting the hidden and ſcattered Proteſtants in» 
toa body, that io they might (as they moſt perfidiouſly did) make 
each ſurviving man, an Executor to the laſt murthered in his pre- 
lence, and fo the whole line one by one extinguiſhed, the Triſh Pricſt 
as Ordinary,adminittred tor all.

of the County of Fermanzgh one of the belt planted Counties with 
Engliſh, could never give an accompt of 20 men eſcaped,except,w#- 
is molt improbable, they ſhou!d flye to Dublin, as tor the chiefeſt 
(my owneeltare meering upon the Marches of that County ) has 
ving inquired from pri:oners, by name for ſuch and ſuch, they have 
intormed me they were all maffacred. 

The Blackwater in the County of Tyroxe, a moſt fertile ſoyle,and 
inhabited with the Ezg/zſb, had its ttreames dyed in blood, there 
being at one time above 200: ſoules mucthered upan the Bridge, and 
flung downe the River, I could initance alike in many places, but 
that we are to allow buryed milerie too timely a reſtrreftion, 

Maſter Speaker, in theie two laſt inſtances,T have onely named the 
Engliſh, not bat that I pleaſe my ſelfe better in. concluding both Ex 
liſp and Scotch, under the title of Brittiſh, but that there feemeth to 
be ſome xeaſon;for in the Infancy of this Rebellion,the Rebels made 
open Proclamations upon paine of death that no Scorch mar ſhould 
be {tirred in body, goods, or Lands, \and that they ſhould to this 
purpoſe write over the Lyntels of their doores, that they were Scotch 
men, and ſo deitruion might paſſe over their families; nay, I read 
aLetter that was ſent by two of the Rebels titulary Collonels, Co- 
lonell Nugent, and Colonel! O Gallugher, a quarter of an houre be« 
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Bi:lhſbarnin, andthere ſlew out-right 180.of their men, withour loſe 
ofone man on our fide, (praiſed be God.) whick was dire&ed to or 
Honourable Friends, the Gentlemen of the never conquered Scotch-Nation, 
ir expreſt, thatthey were bothof one extrattion in former times, 
joynt-aſliſtants, that their quarrel], if aright underſtood by them, 
as by the beſt of Scotland, they would be otherwiſe adviſed, then to 
joyne with us, and many other paſſages that I may ſeafonably for- 
get here ; Lonely touch this, notasjudging where there is ſmoake, 
there is ſome fire, but to obſerve their policy, which, though to 
ſome that were ſuddenly ſurprized, might afford ſecurity to retreate 
into ſome place of ſafety, __ was ridiculouſly entertained, and as 
reſoJutely ſcorned by the Scottiſh Nation. 

Hitherto (with your patience) is rough drawne the generall e 
Rate, and condition of the Briztiſh, who were now betaking them- 
felves to better reſolutions, in oppoſition to the enemies fury, 

I ſhall beginne with the County of Fermanagh, where thoſe that 
had een the fire and ſword of Rory Mac Guyre, the Arch-Rebell 
in that County, brother totheLord of Exzckellen, drew themſelves 
into EnukiHen, a place fortifyed by nature, under the Command of 
Sir #;Viam£o/e, Colonell. The Inhabicants of that County of the 
other fideof the Lowghearne, reſorted to Maſter Cathcart, then High 
Sheriffe of the County, and Garrifon'd in the Caſtle of Moneigh, 
| Lilgel and Tullagh, Mac Guire having without any oppoſition 

in that Conntry, waſted, burnt, killed, and pillaged, betooke him- 
ſe}fe, withthe united forces thereof to beleagre Exz#h;llen, which di- 
vers times with great bodies, and threates equall, but with fifions 
 excceding them both, as that all Ireland was taken, which for a great 
while we might all of us eaſily, but with griefe,beleeve, Howlſoever 
it pleaſed God, that Colonel Cole, with great reſolution and valout 
maintained the ſame, and madedivers fallyes in the night, upon hit 
Quarter, doing very good execution, Infomuch that Mac Gnor, 
—_ it an unſeaſonableaire to Quarter ſo neare Enickillen, and 
then began ro adventure his fortanes upon the other fide of xhe 
Lough, where Maſter Cathcart, and many brave Scotch Cavillieres, a- 
gain ſo greata body, though not able to maintaine a field, by ti 
vers reſolate and diſcreete Sallies,chaſed,and ſlaughtered the enemy. 

Onel will particalarize,cthough not crowned with ſuccefſe ofex- 
'ecution, equall to the former, where 800. of the cnemies, _ 
drawneup into three bodyes, - before their Quarter, they Sallye 
out wich 60; Horſe, routed their Battalions, and killed 35.of their 
men, further execution being prevented by a contiguous wood.

The Barony of Clogher reſorted to the Agher, 
The remaining Barrony being the Barony of Dongamon, were 
marchtup by Sir T homas Stapler, and Licutenant Coulonell Saxn- 
derſon, forth of that Barony to New-T owne, nigh twenty miles, 
through the barbarous Mountaines of Adonmterlynny,one of the grea- 
| teſt fa elſes of Freland, to joyne with Sir W:ll;am Stewarts OIces 
' there, where they were joytully entertained , and after 2 or 3 dayes 
ftay there, in a very unſeaſonable time of the yeare 'marchr to Agr, * 
being 600.in number,but contrary to the perſwaſions of that Noble 
Liev. Colonell,and the High-Sheriffe, Captaine Haxwel,a Gent.of 
fngnlar forwardnefſe, weredivided by one Maſter William Stewart,, 
of Fiagh, a man of goodparts, but very unfortunately applyed in- 
to Dongannon, backe againe, where the greatett part of them were:

thoſe parts, with the loſſeonely of Captaine Barkley a.young Gen». 
Yeman, much lamented. Maſter Archibald Hamilton afterward,a zea--

Hamilton, a bold Souldier, forraged into the County of Monaghan, 
where they encountred with a ſtrong parry commanded by the grear 
Mac Kenna, which they encountred very fiercely, and at laft roy. 
ced the Rebell, killed one of the ſpeciall Commanders that had been 
a Commander in Epaine, fl:w about 3o horſemen, and 20. foot, and 
recovered many of the Britiſh catteil having received wounds, and 
diſmounted in the skirmiſh,but recovered both life and horſe, 
Some three dayes before this>Sir Willtam Stewart marcht aut with

About a fortnight after cheir defear at Bully/hawnon, the Rebels im 
ftered new forces, and with-afſiftance of Colonell Manns O Donnell, 
and Colonell Twrlgh, Mac Caffrye O Domell, they' beſieged myCo- 
lonels Caſtle, he being gone over the mountaines for Ammunirion, 
the Rebels ficed ſome one-houſes, bur were beaten off with lofſe of
